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Clay City pair arrested for trafficking in meth

The Irvine Police Department 
arrested a man and woman from 
Clay City after Officer Jon Sturniolo 
observed Cheronna Gail Hatmaker 
driving west on River Drive traveling 
only 22 m.p.h. in a 35 m.p.h. zone. 

Hatmaker, of 2118 Little Hardwicks 
Creek in Clay City, continued onto 
Main Street traveling slowly, and she 
was pulled over. After giving verbal 
permission to search her vehicle and 
belongings, she was found to have no 
insurance and no operators license. 
Several kinds of drugs were found 
hidden on her person or in her car. 

Hatmaker also had slurred speech 
and failed various field sobriety tests. 
She admitted to taking percocet earlier 
in the day, and she was unable to give

blood samples due to the condition of 
her veins. 

She was arrested and charged with 
operating a motor vehicle under the 
influence of alcohol or drugs, second 
offense; operating on a suspended/ 
revoked operators license; failure of 
owner to maintain required insurance, 
driving too slow for traffic conditions,

trafficking in methamphetamine, 
first degree, first offense, trafficking 
in a controlled substance within 1,000 
feet of a school, traffic in marijuana, 
less than 8 ounces, first offense, drug 
paraphernalia, buying or possessing, 
and illegal possession of a legend 
drug. 


Hatmaker s bail was set at $25,000 
cash. 

A passenger in her car was also 
arrested. Michael Hickey, also 
of 2118 Little Hardwicks Creek, 
was found to be in possession of a 
methamphetamine pill within 1000 
yards of Estill Springs School. 

He had marijuana rolling papers, 
small plastic bags with marijuana 
seeds, and he tested positive for 
methamphetamine via a narcotics 
test kit. Hickey was in possession 
of an oxycodone pill, and he had a 
concealed knife on a chain around his 
neck, after he stated that he had no 
weapons on him. 

Hickeys bail was also set at $25,000. 

The Powell County Sheriffs 
Department is also investigating the 
case and additional charges could be 
pending.

Board takes 
spring break 

27 days of school missed so far

As of Thursdays Board 
of Education meeting, Estill 
County students have missed 
27 days of school. 

Superintendent Bert 
Hensley said although the 
House recently passed a 
bill to allow districts to cut 
ten days from their school 
calendars, the Senate passed 
a version of the bill that 
would require 1,062 hours of 


classroom time. 

“Now they’re disagreeing,” 
he said. 

The board agreed to take 
away the remainder of spring 
break, April 3 and 4, which 
would make the last day of 
school on Friday, June 6, 
assuming there are no more 
snow days, flu outbreaks or 
floods. 

As of now, if other days are 
missed, the only other day

Judge-executive reports activity at Bowie Coal

The Estill County Fiscal Court meet 
Monday afternoon in a special called 
meeting after last week’s regularly 
scheduled meeting had to be cancelled 
due to unforeseen circumstances. 

Estill County Judge-executive 
Wallace Taylor said there is now “a 
lot of activity” at Bowie Refined Coal 
located on the former site of South 
East Coal. He said they are processing 
some coal, are separating it into 
different ash contents, and presently 
have two markets for it. The tipple has 
also been refurbished. 


The company is currently 
employing 42 employees, a lot of 
whom have specialty jobs, but Taylor 
said many of their jobs will soon be 
replaced with local employees. 

County Judge-executive Wallace 
Taylor said he has been truck¬ 
shopping, and the cheapest thing he’s 
found so far was a truck with 150,000 
miles on it for $19,000. He has spoken 
with a local wholesaler that he thinks 
can help find something at a better 
price. 

The county has also recently 
purchased a newer International 
truck. 

The Hargett Fire Department 
recently received a fire truck mini¬ 


pumper that FEMA paid for at a cost 
of $117,000. The judge commended 
the “outstanding volunteer fire 
department” for the job they do. 

Derrick Muncie gave a report on the 
county fire department. He said the 
average time it takes the department 
to be in route to a fire scene last year 
was 7.86 minutes. He said it takes an 
average of about 13 minutes to get 
to a structure fire. The ISO recently 
inspected all the stations, and Muncie 
said the department is waiting on the 
results. 

Taylor proclaimed March as 
American Red Cross month, and 
presented a copy of the proclamation 
to Della Piersall. 


Sara and Tom Hart were present 
at the meeting to ask the court to 
blacktop Old Landing Road. Tom 
Hart said the gravel road stays icy 
because it can’t be scraped, and the 
sun doesn’t shine on it during the 
winter. He said there have been two 
accidents recently, one resulting in 
serious injury when a vehicle rolled. 

Hart pointed out that the road 
is a school bus route, that there are 
farming operations and a lot of other 
traffic on the road. He also said his 
mail delivery is often late. 

Judge Taylor said he has looked 
at the road, and he suggested

Hughes, a resident of Irvine 
all his life, has been employed 
by the planetarium for eight 
years. He said it has recently 


been upgraded with a new 
projection system, new shows 
and additional seating. 

Kindergarten students 
from South Irvine were the 
first to view the new show, 
said South Irvine principal 
Lisa Reece. 

The program is geared 
toward children in second 
grade or younger, and 

thousands more will 

eventually see it. 

Hughes says the 

planetarium is currently 
booking school and group 
shows and will be reopening 
for public shows soon. Show 
titles, times and ticket prices 
may be viewed at www.

When the Irvine City 
Council met on Monday 
night, Joe Crawford, director 
of the Estill Development 
Alliance, reported to the 
council that he is now co¬ 
hosting a radio program 
called “Come on Home” on 
WSKV’s new satellite radio 
station, 104.9. 

Crawford says he features 
guests from the community 
on the show to talk about 
their latest projects. 

He also said the EDA board 
of directors is undergoing 
some “light restructuring,” as 
they strive to remain focused 
on development and not 
become an organization that 
just meets for lunch once a 
month. 

Trail Talks are continuing, 
with property owners coming 
forward to express questions 
and concerns about granting 
access to their lands. 

Crawford said he is 
encouraged by the progress of 
some projects. 

“Were moving,” he said. “It 
seems like we’ve been at a 
standstill for a while, so it feels 


good.” 

In the mayors report, Mayor 
Ernest Farmer reminded 
everyone that the Mushroom 
Festival is coming up soon.

Captain McKinney also said 
that the City of Richmond 
and the Department of 
Criminal Justice worked with 
the police department to get 
firearms qualifications up to 
date. Everyone is compliant, 
and they will have to attend 
trainings every year. 

Attorney Rodney Davis said 
he received a call from a lady 
voicing concerns over a run¬ 


down property on Church 
Street that is a potential health 
hazard. 

Nelle Williams urged the 
council to advertise for 
someone to remove what is 
left of the structure at High 
Street and other rundown 
properties. 

“We just mess and gom 
around,” she said. “We talk 
and talk. It’s time to do 
something.” 

The council also discussed 
what to do with a backhoe that 
isn’t working. They decided to 
have a mechanic look at it to 
see if it is worth fixing. 

Councilman Tommy Bryant 
said he would contact the 
crew from Berea that has been 
painting streets around town 
in preparation for the festival 
over the course of the past few 
years. 

Councilman Billy Arthur 
asked the council to pray 
for his son who will be 
undergoing a hip replacement 
next Monday, and Mayor 
Farmer reminded everyone to 
continue to pray for Eugene 
Bush, who was injured during 
a fall several months ago, 
and his wife, Councilwoman 
Janice Bush. 


available to take from the 
school calendar is Memorial 
Day. 

The ending day could still 
change, depending on what 
state lawmakers decide. 

In 2011 and 1994, June 7 
was the last day of school, the 
latest last day since computer 
records have been kept. Also, 
the 27 days of school missed 
this year is the greatest 
number missed in the past 25 
years. 

In other business, teacher 
Sheila Stamper presented 
student Henlee Hunter for 
her winning design of a 
KSBA banner. There were 
more than 200 entries from 
West Irvine, the middle 
school and the high school. 

Superintendent Hensley 
provided an update about 
Professional Growth and 
Effectiveness System 

readiness. He said four of 
the five principals have taken 
and passed Teachscape: 
Framework for Teaching 
Proficiency System. Jessica 
Mullins was hired late in the 
year and will take it when 
training is completed. 

South Irvine Principal Lisa 
Reece reported on goals and 
objectives for kindergarten 
readiness. The current goal 
is to increase the rate from 
49 percent in 2013-14 to 
64.3 percent in 2015-16, 
with the immediate objective 
of increasing kindergarten 
readiness from 38.3 percent 
to 51.3 percent in 2014-15. 

Reece said South Irvine 
has implemented a Toddlers 
in Action program for 2 to 4 
year-olds, who can come to 
school from 9 to 11 a.m. on 
one Friday a month. 

Teresa Dawes, Community 
Education director, updated 
the board on Operation 
Preparation, a joint initiative 
of the Kentucky Department 
of Education and the 
Department of Workforce 


Development for all eighth 
and tenth graders in Estill 
County. 

Operation Preparation 
will be on March 24-28. 
Some events planned for the 
middle school are a college 
visit to EKU, time spent on 
individual learning plans, 
and workshops on resume 
writing and interview skills. 

There will also be a 
workshop about the impact of 
having a criminal conviction 
and criminal record when 
looking for a job or applying 
for college. 

An update was given 
on the hearing that has 
Kentucky School Boards 
Insurance Trust and the 
Kentucky Department of 
Insurance wrangling about 
how each school district will 
be assessed for what they owe 
in insurance fees. 

KSBIT dissolved in 
the summer of 2013 after 
incurring costs of more than 
$400 million from 116,000 
claims. Now Kentucky’s 
school districts are left with 
large amounts to pay, but 
amounts vary according to 
different assessments. 

Assistant Superintendent 
Randall Christopher said 
the new classrooms at the 
high school are nearing 
completion, with only the 
flooring and installation 
of some fixtures to be 
completed. 

In the board member’s 
forum, school board member 
Robbie Starling noted an 
article that said every dollar 
spent on preschool returns 
$1.64, making preschool one 
of the best investments in the 
workplace. 

Consent items approved by 
the board on Thursday night 
included a project application 
to replace the roof on the 
South Irvine Pre-K Center, 
lower the ceiling and install 
new lighting, and replace 
windows in front and back 


of the school. An estimate of 
the cost of the project is $1, 
206, 885. 

Superintendent Hensley 
said the roof is the oldest in 
the system, and he would like 
to see the Ky. River Headstart 
classrooms that are housed 
in mobile rooms outside 
the main building added 
on as part of the permanent 
structure. He noted that now 
is a good time to borrow 
money with interest rates at a 
historic low. 

The board approved a 
request to help pay for the 
Estill County High School 
FBLA chapter to attend 
state competition at the Galt 
House Hotel in Louisville. 

The Board also requested 
funding for the Middle 
School Science Olympiad 
team, coached by Lois 
Webster and Tony and Linda 
Belcher, to attend the state 
tournament in Bowling 
Green. 

Personnel actions taken are 
as follows: Charles Canter, 
Seth Horn and Odra Imam 
were hired as substitute 
teachers, Shane Hurst 
was hired as a substitute 
custodian, and Jessica 
Nunnelley was hired as a 
substitute bus driver. Kierra 
Norman was also hired as 
Winter Guard coach. 

Northside Recycling 

submitted the only bid to 
purchase old furniture and 
lunchroom tables and other 
surplus items. The bid was 
for $1, 008.

putting “coal mix” on the 
road first, and adding the 
road to the long-term plan 
to blacktop later. He said the 
county just doesn’t have the 
money right now. He said 
if the county can replace its 
paver, then they will try to put 
coal mix down themselves. 

A resolution was approved 
by the court asking the 
Kentucky River Authority 
to support the development 
of land near Lock 12 for 
recreational purposes. 

Taylor asked for 


permission to advertise to 
accept bids for rock. He said 
he’d been told that it would 
be to the court’s advantage to 
advertise. Although the rock 
would come from the same 
place, they could get a better 
price for it. 

The court also approved the 
January and February bank 
reconciliation statements 

and passed Amendment 14- 
02, a budget amendment for 
the amount of $385, 366.54. 
Appropriations transfers 
were accepted, and the jail- 
to-jail intra-fund transfer of 


$80,000 was approved. 

County Attorney Rodney 
Davis reported that the 
court’s day program through 
WestCare was 100 percent 
compliant this week, and 
the program is proving to 
be very successful. He said 
other counties are beginning 
to look at the program as a 
model.

• Before severe weather strikes, KU prepares by monitoring weather conditions, placing field crews and business partners on alert 
and readying operating equipment and material. Throughout the year, KU makes infrastructure investments and perform regular 
system maintenance such as tree trimming and hazardous tree removals to enhance system reliability. 

Stay informed 

• During outage situations, system and restoration updates are provided through the KU and LG&E online outage map and 
automated phone system. At the beginning of a widespread restoration event, KU must first assess damage to the electric system 
before repairs can be prioritized. 

• Keeping customers informed of the companies’ progress is an essential part of KU’s emergency response plan. In times of 
widespread power outages, general restoration information and safety tips are provided on KU and LG&E’s Facebook page, 
Twitter feed and official company blog. 

Be safe 

• Always assume any downed wire is an energized power line. Stay away and report it immediately. KU customers should call 
1-800-981-0600. Visit www.lge-ku.com/storm for important safety information concerning portable generators, food storage and 
electric service. 

When responding to major power outages across the utilities’ service territory, priority is given to critical-care organizations, 
such as hospitals, fire and police stations and nursing homes. At the same time, KU crews focus on restoring service to schools, 
airports and other utility infrastructure - like water and sewer 
pumping stations. 

In making repairs, the goal is to fix problems that will restore 
power to large groups of customers simultaneously, so hundreds 
or even thousands of customers come back online with one 
repair job. KU must repair any critical infrastructure that might 
be damaged, like the transmission lines and substations that 
carry electricity into neighborhoods and commercial areas, 
before power can be restored to those locations. Crews then 
move to where neighborhoods can be restored and continue 
on to those problems that affect power to individual streets and 
homes. 

Customers experiencing a power outage should report it 
to the company by either using the online outage reporting 
system or by calling KU at 1-800-981-0600. 

While every storm is unique and presents distinct challenges 
to utility crews, KU remains committed to restoring power as 
safely and quickly as possible and keeping customers informed 
every step of the way.

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The time to “live green” is here

I know I’m not the only 
one excited about the hint 
of green showing in our 
landscape and the sight 
of daffodils blooming in 
yards and in fields around 
old homesteads. 

I love how the land 
comes to life in spring— 
the color, the birdsong— 
everything except the mos¬ 
quitoes and snakes that 
come out of hiding. 

A few of our purple mar¬ 
tins are straggling in from 
down south now. 

I’m continually amazed 
at how they remember 
from previous years which 
homes are theirs. 

On another spring note: 
Gardeners have been 
chomping at the bit to get 
their hands in the dirt after 
a long cold winter. 

Maybe we’re “pushing it” 
with the cold temperatures 
lingering around, but we’ve 


got peas, onions, cabbage, 
broccoli, cauliflower, Brus¬ 
sels sprouts, collards, kale, 
spinach and Swiss chard in 
the ground. 

I’m looking forward to 
some good fresh eating, 
but I’m also looking for¬ 
ward to just watching it all 
grow. That’s part of the fun 
of gardening. 

I always find it inter¬ 
esting to see how other 
gardeners grow things. A 
couple of weekends ago 
we spent part of a sunny 
Saturday at the Kentucky 
Green Living Fair in Som¬ 
erset. 

It was the second year 
for the fair that is spon¬ 
sored by an organization 
called Sustainable Ken¬ 
tucky. There were work¬ 
shops throughout the day 
on fascinating topics like 
forest gardening, perma- 
culture, aquaponics, and 
beekeeping. 

Besides the workshops, 
nearly 80 vendors dis¬ 
played products they had 
made from things they’d 
mostly grown or raised. 

Best of all, many of them 
had samples. I tasted 
smoked lamb for the first 
time, which I thought was 
very good. I also sampled 
cheeses made from whole 
raw milk, and I bought two 
varieties of that. 


I purchased Sweetgrass 
Granola from some young 
folks from Crab Orchard 
who make several variet¬ 
ies of granola with locally 
grown or locally-sourced 
products. They use sor¬ 
ghum syrup and wild hon¬ 
ey to sweeten their granola. 

There was an ice cream 
vendor selling “pig can¬ 
dy”—that’s ice cream fla¬ 
vored with bacon and ma¬ 
ple syrup. It sounds weird 
but tasted delicious. 

I also bought soaps 
made from beeswax and 
scented with lemongrass. 

One thing I noticed 
about nearly all the ven¬ 
dors at the fair is that they 
were young—mostly in 
their twenties and thirties. 
They are a new breed of 
farmer seeking to farm as 
naturally and sustainably 
as possible. 

They are growing pas¬ 
ture-raised poultry, grass- 
fed beef, organic vegeta¬ 
bles and fruits. 

From what they grow, 
they create “value-add¬ 
ed” products like bees¬ 
wax soaps, tomato sauces, 
dried beans and cornmeal, 
cheeses, goat’s milk soaps, 
ice cream, wool products, 
wood crafts and much 
more. 

A couple of the most 
interesting workshops 


we attended were about 
permaculture, or perma¬ 
nent agriculture, a way of 
gardening that attempts 
to imitate nature’s way of 
growing. 

It’s hard for those of 
us accustomed to tilling, 
fertilizing and spraying 
pesticides to imagine that 
better results can be had by 
building up the soil with 
compost, mulch, and green 
manures. 

Susana Lein, of Sala¬ 
mander Springs Farm near 
Berea, presented a slide 
show explaining how she 
bought a piece of worn-out 
hillside a little more than 
a decade ago and trans¬ 
formed it into a fertile and 
productive space where 
she says she grows four 
times the amount of beans 
and corn on her two-acre 
garden that traditional 
methods produce. 

Lein grew up in the Mid¬ 
west where farming is done 
on an industrial scale. She 
said the prairie topsoil 
that was once six feet deep 
there is now but six inches 
deep in places, with much 
of it deposited in and along 
the Mississippi River. 

That’s part of the rea¬ 
son that Lein now gar¬ 
dens without tilling, with¬ 
out buying fertilizers and 
without pesticides. 


Her methods are not 
new ones, radical as they 
may sound, but are meth¬ 
ods that have supported 
humanity for thousands of 
years. 

As my brain has pro¬ 
cessed some of the things 
I learned at the Kentucky 
Green Living fair, I’ve 
thought about the possibil¬ 
ities for economic devel¬ 
opment that similar prac¬ 
tices present right here in 
our county. There’s plenty 
of land where vegetables, 
fruits and berries can be 
grown, and there are ways 
of starting small that don’t 
require a lot of equipment. 

For example, it doesn’t 
take a lot of land or over¬ 
head to keep a few goats 
that can be milked to make 
cheeses, soaps or lotions. 
Neither does it take a big 
investment to raise some 
pastured chickens for meat 
and eggs. 

Such enterprises would 
be small operations, at first 
anyway, but at least they’d 
be something. 

Many small farmers 
are finding niche-farming 
profitable. Creative mar¬ 
keting is important for 
making it work, but the 
dozens of vendors at Ken¬ 
tucky Green Living Fair 
are showing how it can be 
done.

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The more you know: The office of the County Clerk

In this article we will review 
the office County Court Clerk 
(hereinafter “County Clerk”). 
The office of County Clerk is 
established in section 99 of 
the current state constitution 
and is an elective office with 
a four year term. Prior to 
1976 and the adoption of 
a unified court system, the 
County Clerk was the clerk 
for all levels of government 
from the court systems to 
the fiscal court. Currently, 
the County Clerk has no 
judicial duties; however, the 
Clerk has a long range of 
clerical duties. To qualify 
for this office a person must 
be 21 year of age, a citizens 
of the state for two years and 
citizen of the County for one 
year preceding election. A 
candidate also must obtain 
a certificate from a judge 
certifying he or she has been 
examined and is qualified 
for office. Finally, before 
assuming office the Clerk 
must execute a bond as 
required by KRS 62.055. 

These include keeping the 
records of the fiscal court for 


items such as the minutes of 
the fiscal court meetings and 
the county ordinances and 
resolutions. Also, the County 
Clerk issues, registers, 
records and keeps all types of 
legal records. These include 
everything from marriage 
licenses, deeds, mortgages, 
judgment liens and wills. 
Interestingly, as many of you 
know, the County Clerk does 
not issue drivers licenses. 
Drivers licenses are issued 
by the Circuit Court Clerk 
by and through the direction 
of the Department of 
Transportation. Additionally, 
the County Clerk maintains 
the voter rolls and conducts 
the various elections held 
in the County. Finally, the 
County Clerk maintains the 
records related to property 
tax and the records related to 
delinquent tax payments. 

The County Clerk is not 
required to serve as clerk to 
the fiscal court. However, 
in the event they choose to 
serve as the fiscal court clerk 
they are required to attend all 
meeting and keep a complete 
record of the proceedings 
with an appropriate index. 
Our County Clerk currently 
serves as the clerk to the 
Estill Fiscal Court. The 
County Clerk receives a 
salary for this service. (KRS 
67.120). Whether or not 
the County Clerk serves as 
the clerk to the fiscal court 
they are still required to 
keep all fiscal court records 
including items such as the 
minutes, ordinances and 
budget. In all duties related 
to the official functions the 
County Clerk possesses the 
powers of a notary public. 
(KRS 423.010) These powers 
may be delegated to a deputy 


pursuant to KRS 61.035). 
Currently, there are four 
deputy clerks in the Estill 
County Clerks Office. 

Many types of state 
licenses are issued by the 
County Clerk. Vehicle and 
motorcycle licenses are 
issued annually through the 
County Clerk. Additionally, 
watercraft and motorboat 
licenses are issued annually 
by the County Clerk. Other 
types of state licenses include 
alcoholic beverage licenses, 
if permitted, public grain 
warehouse licenses, hunting 
and fishing licenses and 
marriage licenses. Marriage 
licenses are issued by the 
County Clerk and each month 
the County Clerk must report 
all marriage licenses issued 
and marriage certificates 
returned to the state registrar 
of vital statistics. (KRS 
213.116). Additionally, 

the County Clerk may be 
required to issue certain 
types of county licenses such 
as retail licenses, animal 
licenses, billard room licenses 
if regulated by the Fiscal 
Court. The County Clerk 
also keeps records for special 
districts. These may include 
petitions, report and certain 
budget items. 

Perhaps one of the most 
important jobs of the County 
Clerk is the recording and 
permanent record keeping 
of legal instruments. These 
may deal with instruments 
the transfer property (deeds, 
leases or land contracts) 
or with placing a lien on 
real or personal property 
(mortgages, judgment liens or 
title liens). In keeping these 
documents as permanent 
record the Clerk is required 
to keep an alphabetical cross¬ 


index of the deeds, mortgage 
and leases that are recorded. 
This permits the public 
to accurately search these 
records by a persons name. 

There are some documents 
that must be filed both 
with the County Clerk 
and the Secretary of State. 
Though these duties have 
been somewhat modified, 
in general articles of 
incorporation must be filed 
both with the Secretary 
of State and in the county 
where the corporations 
registered office is located. 
Additionally, articles of 
amendment or merger for 
corporations must also be 
filed in the County Clerks 
Office. In some instances 
liens on personal property or 
fixtures may be filed both in 
the County Clerks Office and 
the Secretary of States Office. 

Finally, the County Clerk is 
responsible for administering 
the election laws and 
maintaining the voter registry 
in the county. In this capacity, 
the County Clerk serves as 
the chairman of the local 
county board of elections. 
The County Clerk may vote as 
a member of the board and in 
the event of a tie is entitled to 
cast an additional vote. (KRS 
117.035). The County Clerk 
is permitted to serve on the 
board even in the years they 
are a candidate for election. 
The board must meet at 
least once a month and any 
decision of the board may be 
appealed the Circuit Court. 
All records of the county 
board of elections are public 
records and must be kept at 
the office of the county clerk. 

In maintaining the voter 
registry the county clerk 
receives applications for 


voter registration, maintains 
custody of voter registration 
records and enters 
registrations in the statewide 
voter registration system. 
Interestingly, in Kentucky 
an application for a drivers’ 
license also may serve as a 
voter registration if properly 
signed. The voter registration 
portion of the application 
must be sent to the applicants 
county clerk within ten 
days of it being accepted 
by the Circuit Clerk. (KRS 
116.0455). Additionally, 
voter registration forms must 
be provided to public school, 
area vocational schools and, 
upon request, to private 
schools for voter registration 
programs at each school. 
(KRS 116.046). The County 
Clerk must let any citizen 
inspect or make copies of any 
registration record without 
cost. Copies of precinct voter 
lists may be obtained from 
the State Board of Elections; 
however, they may not be 
furnished for commercial 
use. (KRS 117.025). 

The County Clerk also has 
certain duties as it relates 
to taxes. The Clerk must 
make a monthly report 
of all real estate transfers 
to the property valuation 
administrator. Once the 
Department of Revenue has 
certified assessments the 
County Clerk must prepare 
the county tax bills. These 
bills must be delivered to 
the Sheriff by September 15 
of each year. The Clerk also 
serves as clerk for the board 
of assessment appeals. In 
addition to administrative 
duties to real and personal 
property, the Clerk also 
collects a variety of taxes. 
These range from taxes 


collected when certain motor 
vehicles are registered to 
the collection of delinquent 
property taxes when the 
unpaid bills are transferred to 
the Clerks office. 

Finally, the County Clerk 
has several miscellaneous 
duties such as giving public 
notices for elections, fiscal 
court actions and other 
statutorily required items. 
Fictitious name filings for 
businesses must be kept in the 
Clerks Office. Additionally, 
any petition seeking a 
referendum for consolidating 
local governments must be 
kept by the Clerk. 

There are certain activities 
the County Clerk is 
prohibited from engaging 
in. They are not permitted 
to have a partnership in the 
practice of law. (KRS 61.098). 
There are a range of civil 
and criminal penalties for 
wrongfully issuing licenses 
and failing to timely pay 
collected taxes. Additionally, 
there are significant criminal 
penalties for concealing, 
altering or destroying any 
record in their possession. 

All said the County Clerk 
impacts the lives of every 
citizen in the county in some 
form or fashion. Whether it 
be from issuing something 
as simple as a fishing 
license to recording a deed 
or registering a vote. The 
Clerks duties are far ranging 
and require a great deal of 
attention to detail.

TIME S PAST 

The following is continued from a piece 
which ran in the March 20 issue of the 
Citizen Voice & Times. It is continuing 
Chapter 6 of Hallie Johnstones book 
History of Estill County. 

A near tragedy was related to me by my 
father, who was a child of three when seven 
Rebel soldiers came to the Tipton home to 
capture the head of the household, Lycortes 
Tipton, who was known to have strong 
Northern sympathies and was also a member 
of the Home Guards. My grandfather had 
just left the house to go to a cave some two 
miles away to milk. Most of the livestock and 
valuables were hidden in this cave. 

The family was at breakfast and my 
father, who was ill, was lying in bed in the 
family room. After searching the house, and 
convinced that my grandfather was not in 
hiding, my grandmother gave them a good 
breakfast of ham, eggs, hot biscuits and coffee. 
They were preparing to leave when one of the 
soldiers approached the bed on which my 
father was lying and yelled, “There’s nothing 
wrong with this child, let’s throw him out and 
search the bed for valuables.” Fearing for the 
safety of her son, my grandmother rushed to 
him and begged them not to molest him. The 
leader of the group stepped forward and felt 
my father’s head and said, “This child is really 
sick, don’t bother him.” My grandmother was 
relieved, as the only fire arms in the household 
afforded and their supply of money was 
between the mattresses on which my father 
way lying. The soldiers had been gone only 
a few minutes when my grandfather arrived 
with a pail of milk and a supply of eggs from 
the flock of hens hidden in and near the cave.

Dillingham, a member of the well-known 
Virginia family of that name. Five children 
were born to their union, viz: Angelina, 
William D., John, Liddie J. and Delina. 

After the demise of his first wife, Ebeneezer 
Wilson married Elisa Ann Webb, and the 
following children were born to their union, 
viz: Mattie, J., Albert, Hallie and Abijah. 

John Wilson, the third child, was reared 
on the farm and received a common school 
education. On January 26, 1846 he married 
Sarah A. boroman, a daughter of Elisha W. 
and Sarah A. McMonagal Boroman of Estill 
County. The eight children born to their 
union are, viz: Theodore, Mary E. George M., 
John W., Algernon S.A., Landon T., Gilbert E., 
and Mollie. Captain Wilson was a member of 
the Methodist Episcopal Church, and of the F. 
& A.M. fraternity. He followed farming until 
the outbreak of the Civil War, when he joined 
the Federal Army as Captain of Company C, 
Eighth Kentucky Infantry, commanded by 
Col. Sidney Barnes. 

The story of the unique way in which Capt. 
Wilson organized his company should be of 
interest to all Estill Countians. The story was 
told to me by the late John E. Wilson, a great 
grandson. 

In those days it was customary for people of 
Station Camp and other farming communities 
to gather at the post office to learn the news 
and to discuss the topics of the day. The people 
of Station Camp met at the Granger store and 
post office, which was located directly across 
the road from the Wilson home. 

For several months prior to the Civil War, 
slavery had been the chief topic. There were 
friendly arguments for and against it. Finally, 
when matters came to a head Capt. Wilson’s 
choice was to stay with the Union. He 
suggested that the men line up on the road in 
two columns, those on the right for the Union 
and those on the left for the South. He then 
organized his company, went home and freed 
his slaves, who had quarters in cabins back of 
the Wilson home. 

The following morning he met his company 
at the Granger store and they marched to 
Estill Springs, where they joined the Eighth 
Kentucky Volunteer Infantry. 

At the close of the Civil War Capt. Wilson 
returned to his home on Station Camp, 
engaged in farming which consisted of 1,500 
acres of fine land, which has since been divided 
among his children. He died in May 1896 and 
is buried in the Wilson Family Cemetery. A 
beautiful marble monument erected to his 
memory by the family marks his grave. 

The Capt. Wilson home is still standing and 
in good repair. The farm is owned now by 
Miss Senora and Dillard Newton. The house 
in which Capt. Wilson was born at Dug Hill is 
also standing. It is owned by Floyd Newton, Jr. 

A bronze marker honoring Capt. Wilson 
was dedicated on December 12, 1963 by 
the Kentucky Historical Highway Marker 
Program. It stands near the junction of Ky 52 
and Ky 489. A survey of these historical homes 
has been submitted to the Kentucky Heritage 
Commission.

CPR skills are life skills; lifesaving skills 


As a former local school board member, I understand the 
valuable role that schools play in preparing students with 
essential life skills. CPR skills are among the most critical life 
skills - they’re lifesaving skills, in fact - which is why I am the 
sponsor of House Bill 205. This would require a basic CPR 
training as part of high school health education. Thirteen 
states have enacted a similar requirement. 

CPR training is already addressed in Kentucky’s Academic 
Core Standards for health education, and health is a high school 
graduation requirement. However, some schools provide this 
lifesaving training to students and some do not, which is why 
House Bill 205 is needed. 

Through this bill, schools will not need a qualified instructor 


or certification class to complete the requirement. In fact, the 
training can be done in as little as one class period at little or no 
cost. This was proven recently by a student in Lexington who 
took the initiative to teach CPR to hundreds of his classmates 
at Henry Clay High School without the need of spending a 
single dollar. 

CPR has been proven to double or triple the chances of a 
victim surviving a cardiac arrest, and over time this bill would 
ensure that Kentucky has hundreds of thousands of individuals 
who know how to respond to a crisis such as this. Like many 
rural communities in this state, Meade County, where I call 
home, doesn’t have a hospital. Equipping our communities 
with more lifesavers is personally important to me and to the 


people in my district. With a short time investment, today’s 
students will become tomorrow’s lifesavers. Everyone benefits 
from having more lifesavers in our communities. 

On February 18, the Kentucky House of Representatives 
passed House Bill 205 with unanimous support (96- 
0). Since that time, the bill has sat in the Senate Education 
Committee with no intention for it to be heard. On behalf of 
my constituents and the rest of the Commonwealth, I implore 
Senate Committee Chairman Mike Wilson to do the right 
thing and act on House Bill 205 before it is too late. 

Please contact Senator Wilson’s office at 502-564-8100 and let 
him know that we need to pass House Bill 205. Kentucky needs 
to be CPR smart.

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Spring brings back memories of childhood

Good grief, is it that time 
again? Just as soon as April 
rolled around, my mother 
went through the house like 
a wild woman, jerking down 
all the curtains and shades, 
pulling up the rugs and 
tearing all the beds apart. 

Spring house cleaning time 
had arrived, and everyone was 
put on notice that nothing 
would be allowed to be put 
back in its place until it had 
been thoroughly cleaned and 
inspected by my mother. 

How could such a tiny 
woman get so much done! I 
sometimes thought she 
should have had a uniform 
and a badge, because she sure 
did know how to give orders. 
Nothing could be left undone, 
because in her eyes no job was 
too small. The job that I hated 
most was putting the curtains 
on the curtain frames to dry. 

There were hundreds of 
tiny inverted tacks distributed 
every inch or so and the 
curtain had to be fastened to 
every one of them. You did 
not dare miss a tack for fear 
that the curtain would have 
a tiny wrinkle. Everything 
had to be perfect or else my 
mother, in her very sweetest 
voice told me to please do it 
over. My poor little fingers 
were almost bleeding by the 
time I got through but it was 
always done right or else it 
was done over. 

I learned rather quickly that 


it was better to do it right the 
first time. After the curtains 
were dry the frames had to 
be folded up and stored for 
the next big house cleaning 
event which took place in 
September. We did not have 
the newest or the best curtains 
in town, but we sure did have 
the cleanest. Mother had a 
fear that someone would 
come in unexpectedly and 
find dust or dirt in some deep 
dark corner. 

As soon as school was out, 
the boys, with the help of us 
girls, began one of our most 
important projects. Everyone 
scoured the neighborhood 
for old pieces of wood that 
could be made into rubber 
guns. Snap clothes pins were 
the hardest things to find but 
absolutely necessary. We girls 
looked for old inner tubes that 
could be turned into rubber 
bands for our guns. When 
the guns were finished many 
battles were fought and lots 
of burns from the rubber 
bands had to be explained, as 
truthfully as possible. 

In the spring we always went 
into the woods behind our 
house to pick wild greens. We 
had very little money so every 
thing that we could forage 
from the woods we took 
advantage of. We picked Polk, 
Dandelion, Clover, Violets, 
Chickweed, Plantain, White 
Mustard and many more 
that I have forgotten their 
names. Mother always cooked 
them together and they were 
delicious and medicinal as 
well. There is nothing like a 
hearty meal of fresh cooked 
greens, cornbread and if we 
were very, very lucky, some 
kind of meat. 

Whenever mother was in 
the woods she always picked 
tender Sassafras branches 
and cleaned her teeth with 
them. She said her mother 
had taught her how to 
keep her teeth white and 
healthy. When she passed 
away she was not missing a 
single tooth. The old time 


methods work if we would 
just give them a chance. 

My mother was a 
small, demure blue-eyed 
beauty. When I stood beside 
her I towered over her by 
three inches and stood out 
like a sore thumb with my 
black hair and eyes and dark 
complexion. I can remember 
my Aunt Hester looking at 
me and shaking her head 
and finally, when she could 
not hold it any longer, saying, 
“You will never be pretty 
like your mother.” Well, she 
really did not have to say that, 
because I knew it already. I 
usually just excused myself 
and went to my room. My 
poor mothers ugly duckling 
just was not going to turn into 
a swan. 

When the first snowflake 
brushed against my cheek I 
knew it was time for mother 
to bring the quilting frames 
from the attic. There was 
never a winter that she did 
not make several quilts. This 
was also my time to set up 
my playhouse under the 
quilting frames. This was 
my own little house with 
all my dolls and no one was 
allowed to enter. I took my 
paper, pencils and scissors 
into my little house and drew 
paper dolls, cut them out and 
then drew beautiful dresses 
that I imagined that I would 
some day have. It was my 
make believe world where 
I could dream my dreams 
and no one could take them 
away. Sometimes, even small 
children have to escape into 
their own little world where 
no one can find them and no 
one can burst their bubbles. 

I guess about the most 
exciting thing in my life at 
this time was the trips that 
we took to town on Saturday 
night. Daddy would take the 
car to town and always try 
to get the very best parking 
place. It was right in front 
of Harry Cockrell’s store 
which was in view of our 
only stoplight and in the

Remzy, our family cow, 
really put out the milk so there 
was plenty to set back, so that 
we could have butter milk 
and fresh home made butter. 
My job was to churn the milk 
until it got thick. You could 
always tell when it was ready 
because you could ease the 
dasher down and it would 
not sink. There is nothing as 
good as fresh butter on a hot 
biscuit unless just by luck we 
had made fresh blackberry 
jam that day, then you had to 
have a big glass of cold sweet 


milk. There is nothing better 
than being raised on good 
country food. 

When daddy had a good 
week at work he would go to 
the grocery and buy a fifty 
pound can of lard and the 
biggest bags of flour and meal 
that they had. It was always 
a happy sight to see so much 
come in at the same time. We 
knew that mother, with her 
magic fingers, would be able 
to keep us from going hungry 
for a long time. 

Wash day was a major 
project at our house. We 
knew that we were one 
of the luckiest families in 
town. Daddy had finally 
had a great week and he had 
bought us a washing machine 
which lived on the back 
porch; all covered up like a 
valuable antique. On Monday 
mornings it was very carefully 
uncovered and rolled into 
the kitchen and filled with 
water. You always washed the 
white clothes first and then 
the darker clothes until all 
were washed. 

We had two large rinsing 
tubs that had to be filled. The 
first rinse was to remove all 
the soap left from the washing 
and then the last rinse that 


always had bluing in it. All 
clothes had to be hung outside 
on the clothes line. I was not a 
lot of help but I wanted to be 
as close as possible to our big 
beautiful washer. The washing 
machine with its two wringer 
rollers was a mysterious and 
exciting thing of beauty. 

One day, for a few minutes, 
I was left alone with this 
beautiful machine while 
mother took a basket of 
clothes out to hang on the 
clothes line. Her visit to the 
clothesline was short-lived 
because my scream for help 
was so loud that even the 
neighbors could hear it. After 
rushing in, Momma saw that 
my arm was being pulled into 
the wringer. My mother was 
so smart, she just reversed 
the ringer, and my arm rolled 
back out, none the worse off 
from its very near disaster. 

That night at bedtime we all 
knew just how lucky we were 
because we were all climbing 
into freshly made beds with 
clean sheets that had dried in 
the sunshine all day. 

Time for me to get some 
shut eye. See you next week 
and remember that God loves 
you and watches over you, 
even when you are asleep.

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Kentucky Afield Outdoors: 
Spring Fishing Frenzy: Shore 
anglers can get a foothold on 
muskellunge fishing 





FRANKFORT, Ky. - The weather can be 
erratic and water levels can fluctuate wildly, 
but spring brings with it some of the best 
muskellunge fishing of the year. 

Anglers looking to tangle with a big muskie 
are fortunate to have an abundance of options 
in Kentucky - from Cave Run, Buckhorn and 
Green River lakes and their tailwaters to native 
muskie streams like the Licking River along 
with Tygarts and Kinniconick creeks. 

Not having a boat doesn’t mean you have to 
sit idly during this active time. 

“You can definitely catch them from shore,” 
said David “Crash” Mullins, a longtime muskie 
guide at Cave Run Lake. “You’ve just got to be 
on your game a little bit.” 

Cave Run and the area surrounding it make 
for an ideal early spring destination for the 
enterprising bank angler. 

The 8,270-acre reservoir was created by 
damming the Licking River and reaches into 
Bath, Rowan, Menifee and Morgan counties. 
Regarded as the state’s top muskellunge fishery, 
it yielded the current state record muskellunge 
in November 2008 - a 54-inch, 47-pound 
behemoth caught by Sarah Terry. 

The Kentucky Department of Fish and Wildlife 
Resources helps maintain the population by 
stocking about 2,800 13-inch muskellunge into 
the lake each year. The fish are reared at the 
nearby Minor Clark Fish Hatchery. 

“It takes an average of five to six years for 
them to get to 36 inches,” said Fred Howes, 
northeastern fisheries district biologist for 
Kentucky Fish and Wildlife. “In the stream 
system, you’re looking at seven years.” 

As pre-spawn muskies seek their preferred 
water temperatures in the spring, they stage 
in the tailwaters below dams and move into 
creeks or find shallow coves that warm quickly 
during the daytime. 

The Stoney Cove Recreation Area is tucked in 
a corner along the lake-side face of the Cave 
Run dam and like the tailwater area on the 
other side of Ky. 826 is popular among bank 
fisherman. 

“They catch all kinds of them from the shore 
there,” Mullins said. 

The area around a culvert extending under Ky. 
1274 near Longbow Marina on the southern 
end of the lake in Menifee County is another 
spot known to produce quality fish. Weed 
growth on the main lake has created habitat 
that anglers can work from shore. 

“Muskies like being in those weeds,” Mullins 
said. 

Tailwaters can be phenomenal for spring 
muskies. 

One afternoon earlier this month, a three- 
man crew from the hatchery loaded into an 
electrofishing boat and set out in search of 
muskie broodstock from the tailwaters below 
Cave Run’s dam. 

The crew encountered slack water and shallow 
running conditions, limiting the search area to 
about 300 yards downstream from the ramp, 
but wound up netting eight muskies in short 
order. The largest was a 49-1/4 inch female.

“You can catch em right now,” Mullins said. 
“That will hold until it starts warming up. 
Once everything settles down and warms up, 
they’ll move on down.” 

Lake level and outflow information for Cave 
Run Lake can be found online via the Louisville 
District of the U.S. Army Corps of Engineers’ 
webpage at www.lrl.usace.army.mil . An ideal 
water level below the dam ranges from 1,000 to 
2,000 cubic feet per second. 

“From a bank fisherman’s standpoint, and 
from a fishing standpoint, when that river gets 
up a little bit it allows the water to go back into 
the little coves around the tailwaters, which 
enables people to fish that area better,” Howes 
said. 

Mike Hardin grew up in the area and has fished 
the lake and Licking River since childhood. 
Licking River tributaries like Triplett Creek 
should not be overlooked, he said. 

“Look for a warm rain event,” said Hardin, an 
assistant fisheries director for Kentucky Fish 
and Wildlife. “The muskies will go back into 
the creeks as the water warms up closer to the 
50s.” 

Lure selection is not drastically different for 
bank fisherman targeting muskies. 

Minnow lures or twitch baits and 1-ounce 
spinnerbaits with two single hooks work well 
in the spring. As the water warms, top-water 
baits can entice a curious muskie into striking. 

“You need to fish a lure that’s not going to 
hang up a lot,” Mullins said. 

Quick-strike rigging with live suckers or 
bluegill is another option. The tandem-hook 
system aims to reduce mortality rates for 
catch-and-release muskie by eliminating the 
need for anglers to wait for the fish to swallow 
the bait whole. 

“Learn to cast,” Mullins said. “If you’ve got to 
throw a 7-foot rod to hit what you’re aiming 
at then that’s what you need to do. Most of the 
creek or stream fisherman will use a shorter 
rod. And I suggest using at least a 12-inch 
leader from shore. Other than that it’s typical 
muskie fishing.” 

Anglers are reminded to get permission 
from a land owner before entering or crossing 
private property to fish. A fishing license is also 
important. The new license year started March 
1. 

Fishing licenses are sold through a variety of 
outlets. Vendor locations are available on the 
department’s website at fw.ky.gov. Licenses 
and permits also can be purchased online 
or by calling (877) 598-2401. The Kentucky 
Fishing and Boating Guide provides complete 
licensing information and is available online 
and wherever licenses are sold.

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Kentucky Afield Outdoors: Hunter Education teaches safe hunting

Hunter 
education certification helps 
ensure safe and ethical hunters 
in our state and is required for 
all licensed hunters born on or 
after Jan. 1,1975. Registration 
for hunter education courses is 
available only online at fw.ky. 
gov as is a list of upcoming 
courses. The courses are free. 


FRANKFORT, Ky. - It is a few minutes 
before 6 p.m. on Friday and vehicles continue 
pulling into the parking lot at the Scott County 
Extension Center. 

An orange sign marked “Hunter Education” 
confirms the visitors are in the right place and 
directs them to proceed to the North Room, 
where a uniformed Kentucky Department 
of Fish and Wildlife Resources conservation 
educator welcomes his new students. 

Jamie Cook asks everybody to take a 
registration form and a copy of the “Todays 
Hunter” guide. The form will be their 
“passport” for the next two days, he says, and 
the 112-page study guide will complement the 
classroom instruction. 

“All of you are here for different reasons,” 
Cook, who oversees the Hunters Legacy 
program, tells the room. “We want you to leave 
tomorrow afternoon safe hunters. That’s what 
we want to teach you.” 

Hunter education courses like this are offered 
throughout the state and serve as an important 
step in the development of responsible, safe, 
knowledgeable and involved hunters. 

Licensed hunters born on or after Jan. 1, 
1975 are required to successfully complete the 
course. A one-year, one-time only exemption 
card is available for hunters unable to complete 
coursework by the start of a season. 

More than 14,000 people took the hunter 
education course last year in Kentucky, 
according to Kentucky Fish and Wildlife 
Hunter Education Supervisor Bill Baida. 

The desire to partake in the spring turkey 
season provides the motivation for many 
enrollees this time of year, although children 
wishing to participate in shooting sports 
offered through 4-H also take the course. 
Then, there are those people with no hunting 
tradition in their families, but an interest in 
starting one. 

The course is offered in a classroom setting, 


online or on a CD. The classroom option spans 
10 hours over two days. It takes a few minutes 
to register online at fw.ky.gov. 

The classroom option is a good one for 
families and those new to hunting. The 
interaction enhances the learning process. 
With a Kentucky Fish and Wildlife instructor 
and volunteers present, students can get 
answers to questions immediately. 

Sixty people registered for the class taught by 
Cook and volunteers Becky Bloomfield and 
Chace Wallen. Forty-seven showed up. There 
were fathers and sons, fathers and daughters, 
and entire families. A few students were alone. 

The class opened with a short film portraying 
poor hunter behavior that led into a discussion 
about hunter ethics and responsibility. 

The formal instruction included more videos 
and PowerPoint slides, but an open dialogue 
kept the class engaged. There are areas of 
emphasis, the occasional joke and subtle hints 
about what might appear on the next day’s 
exam. 

Treat every firearm as if it was loaded was one 
phrase heard, and repeated, often. 

Class broke at around 9 p.m. Friday after 
covering the importance of planning and 
preparation, hunting strategies, shot selection, 
survival skills, types of firearms and how to 
handle them safely. This session also educated 
attendees about the hunter’s role in wildlife 
conservation. It would reconvene at 8:30 
a.m. Saturday and cover tree stand safety, 
ammunition, archery and trapping before 
exam time. 

To earn the coveted orange hunter education 
card, which is valid in every state and shows 
you grasp the basics, a person must correctly 
answer at least 80 percent of the 50 questions 
on a written exam and participate in the “range 
day.” 

“Do most people pass?” a young lady asked. 

Cook assured that most people pass. 


The test is split into true-false and multiple 
choice questions. All but one student earned 
a passing grade. After a lunch break, the class 
reconvened at nearby Veterans Memorial 
Wildlife Management Area (WMA) for the 
range portion. Another 37 students who 
completed the online or CD course offerings 
attended it as well. 

The classroom group started at the skeet 
shooting station. Shooters were given their 
choice of a 12-gauge pump action shotgun or 
20-gauge single shot, break action shotgun. 
Most of the kids opted for the 20-gauge while 
the adults chose the beefier 12-gauge. 

Wallen loaded the guns for the younger 
shooters and everybody could take up to three 
shots at clay targets arcing through the air from 
left to right. Some stopped after one attempt. 
Others walked away rubbing their shoulder 
from the kick of the gun but happy to have had 
the opportunity. 

Bloomfield signed students’ passports after 
successfully completing the exercise. 

As the day wore on, camaraderie developed 
among the group that had taken the class 
together. Small talk turned into full-fledged 
conversations as people waited for their turn at 


the final two stations. 

The day’s last group included two father-son 
pairs, a college-aged woman and a 39-year- 
old father of two with no previous hunting 
experience. 

The group practiced techniques for carrying 
a gun in the field - in this case an unloaded air 
gun - were quizzed about shot selection and 
reviewed tree stand safety before walking back 
to a vacant house on the property that served 
as a meeting point. 

Blaze orange vests were returned and 
passports submitted for the final time. Cook 
signed the papers and placed them in a 
cardboard box. It was around 4 p.m. and the 
group had successfully completed the hunter 
education course. 

Their orange hunter education cards would be 
arriving within two weeks, opening the door to 
continuing family traditions or creating new 
ones in Kentucky and elsewhere.

Winter Weather Conditions Impact Kentucky Cow/Calf Herds

This winter has impacted 
our beef cow/calf herds. We 
have had long periods of colder 
temperatures and greater 
snow/ice cover than most 
Kentucky beef producers have 
encountered in the past 15-20 
years. It is likely that winter 
feeding programs on many 
farms have been inadequate 
for pregnant/lactating cows 
and growing calves. UK and 
MSU Veterinary Diagnostic 
Labs have observed 
increased submissions and 
telephone consultations with 
veterinarians and producers 
who are experiencing 
animals losing excessive body 
condition and/or dying of 
apparent malnutrition. 

Poor cow performance in 
herds where winter feeding 
consists of hay only suggests 
that the 2013 hay produced 
was of poor nutritional 
content. Although hay may 
look good, you do not know 
what the true feed value is 
without testing. Producers 
need to realize that cattle can 
actually starve to death’ while 
consuming all the hay they can 


eat, especially if crude protein 
levels are 3-4% and TDN 
(Total Digestible Nutrients) is 
<30%. Remember, in the last 
60 days of gestation, an adult 
cow (1200 pounds eating 2% 
of her body weight) requires at 
least 54-56% TDN and 8-9% 
available crude protein while 
an adult beef cow in the first 
60 days of gestation requires 
59-60% TDN and 9-10.5% 
available crude protein. 

UK Veterinary Diagnostic 
labs have also received 
numerous calls and 
diagnostic submissions 

associated with weak calf 
syndrome’ or full-term calves 
which were presumed to have 
been born dead. Almost 
without exception, these 
calves have been born alive, 
but never stood or nursed, 
and there have been no gross 
or microscopic lesions or 
pathogens identified in fetal 
tissues or placenta, which 
would indicate an infectious 
cause of mortality. Dietary 
protein levels during the last 
trimester pregnancy have 
been well-documented to 
play an important role in calf 
survivability. Calves born to 
protein-deficient dams are less 
able to generate body heat and 
are slower to stand and nurse 
compared to calves whose 
dams had received adequate 
dietary protein during the last 
100 days of pregnancy. Calves 
born during unseasonably 
cold weather, with ice or snow 
on the ground, are at risk of 
chilling and death if they do 
not gain their feet and nurse 
soon after birth; inadequate 
energy and protein nutrition 
in the dam often leads to 
higher calf mortality in these 


conditions. Additionally, 
colostrum quality and 
quantity from protein- and 
energy-deficient dams may be 
less than optimal for best calf 
survival and performance. 

It is evident that some 
producers in Kentucky 
have not provided adequate 
mineral supplementation 
to their cattle this winter, as 
copper and selenium levels in 
liver samples analyzed from a 
number of animals have been 
far below acceptable levels. 
Many of these cases have 
died of malnutrition and/ 
or herd-wide outbreaks of 
respiratory disease (including 
pneumonia in pre-weaned 
calves). Additionally, we 
have seen a number of grass 
tetany/hypomagnesemia 
cases in early-lactation beef 
cattle consuming only hay 
suggesting that 2013 hay 
supplies may also be low in 
magnesium content. 

It is important to understand 
that the winter of 2013- 
2014 has been exceptionally 
difficult for cattle in Kentucky 
and cows are “pulled down” 
much more than we typically 
see in late winter. This fact 
is why we are seeing an 
increase in death loss across 
Kentucky due to malnutrition 
in all ages of cattle and many 
stillborn and weak calves that 
do not survive. What has 
normally worked in years past 
(feeding cattle hay exclusively 
throughout the winter) will 
not necessarily work this year. 
Consider supplemental feed 
to help your cattle through 
the next month to 6 weeks 
until grass is growing and 
is past the “watery” stage. 
Energy and protein are both

crucial; protein tubs will 
not be sufficient in most 
cases to fulfill the energy 
requirements. Contact 

Cooperative Extension, 
nutritionist, or your herd 
veterinarian to review your 
feeding program. 

Adequate nutrition is not 
just important today but also 
down the road. Continued 


milk production, the return 
to estrus and rebreeding, and 
overall herd immunity are 
also impacted over the long 
term. Continue to offer a 
loose trace mineral mix high 
in magnesium in order to 
prevent “grass tetany” at least 
through the first of May.
